What the Southern Pacific 
Is About to Do. 


THE SHOPS TO BE CONSTRUCTED. 


Work to be Commenced on the F irst 
of the New Year In East 
Los A it sreles. 


The intention of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company in regard to the im­ 
provements it intends to make in this 
city is a m atter of considerable interest 
to the inhabitants of Lob Angeles and 
yesterday a H e r a l d reporter in company 
with Mr. Lunt of the Southern Pacific 
Company, visited several of the points 
where it is intended to make improve­ 
ments. The first place visited was the 
vicinity of Pine street, where it is pro­ 
proposed to build a line connecting 
the 
San 
Pedro 
street 
line 
with 
.the main track on Alameda street 
aud thus relieve San Pedro street, from 
th at point north, of the track that is in 
existence at present. 
To this end, and 
to cause as little annoyance as possible 
to the people who may build on Pine 
street in the future, for at present there 
are but one or two residences on the 
street, the company has secured all the 
lots ov6r which the railroad is to run. 
After driving over the route as sur­ 
veyed to Alameda street, Mr. Lunt ex­ 
plained th at the company was desirous 
of opening its new depot as soon as pos­ 
sible, and the management considered 
that it was impossible to do so until the 
way was provided for the Santa Monica 
trainB to enter by way of Alameda street 
instead 
of 
having 
to 
go 
up 
to 
First street and then back down, there­ 
by causing a 
blockade of business. 
Another thing the company desires in 
this connection is the privilege of con­ 
structing a second track on Alameda 
6treet from the depot south. This will 
be rendered necessary when the depot is 
put in use to accommodate the trains 
which will necessarily pass along Ala­ 
meda street. Mr. Lunt has secured the 
consent of the majority of the property 
owners on the side of Alameda street on 
which the track is intended to be con­ 
structed, and he thinks th at the consent 
of the property owners on the other side 
of 
the 
street 
will 
be 
obtained 
by Monday 
next. 
He states that 
if this privilege is granted the com­ 
pany, 
it will grade the street and 
keep in repair and 
this it appeared 
would be a great advantage, fcr yester­ 
day the road was almost impassible. At 
Seventh street the water was fully two 
and a half feet deep for a hundred yards 
north on Alameda street, caused by the 
grading of Seventh street. 
In the Sheerer tract a “ Y ’’ has been 
constructed for the turning of the engines, 
and just above this is the track on which 
the trains to the E ast will leave after 
emerging from the depot. 
As soon as 
M r. Lunt has Becured the franchise for 
crossing the streets near Pine street, he 
will undertake the settling of the diffi­ 
culties which have arisen in regard to the 
right of way on the route from the 
city toward the East.

It has 
been described before in these columns, 
and it stands now awaiting occupancy. 
The people residing in this v*cinity said 
yesterday that they were anxiouB to have 
it opened, as it would cause an activity 
in that part of the city which is much 
needed. 
TH E SHOPS. 
From the new depot the reporter was 
driven over to East Los Angeles, where 
the Company some time since purchased 
sixty acres of ground for shop purposes. 
This land lies between Lyel street and 
the river, and extends from the Yuma 
track to the Mission road, and íb adm ir­ 
ably situated for the purposes for which 
it is intended. 
A small amount of grad­ 
ing and filling will be required to level 
the land to agree with the attitude of 
the 
Y uma 
track. 
Mr. 
Lunt 
Bhowed 
the 
plans 
which 
have 
been prepared for the buildings which it 
is proposed to place on these grounds. 
They will number fifteen in all and will 
be adapted for the manufacture of all the 
cars aud locomotives used by this portion 
of the road. The round house will be 
situated at the end of the property 
furthest away from the river and below 
it will be constructed fifteen enormous 
buildings. None of them will be less 
than 300 feet in length, and they range 
up as high as 440 feet while the average 
width is about 100 feet, some being more 
and others less. There will be machine 
shops, paint shops, carpenter shopB, foun­ 
dries, and 
other buildinas necessarv 
for the completeness of the works, and 
in these buildings there will be em ­ 
ployed not less than 1,000 men. 
The 
magnitude of the works can scarcely be 
imagined, but the property owners in 
East- Los Angeles realize that shortly 
after they are started in operation that 
part of the city will be more thickly 
built up. The addition of 1,000 working 
men to a community means, it is said, 
an addition of 5,000 people to the popu­ 
lation. 
The most im portant part of the inform­ 
ation imparted was th at the company 
intends 
to 
commence 
the 
erec­ 
tion 
of the 
works 
on 
or 
about 
January 1st. 
It was some years ago 
the intention of the company to erect 
work shops in East Los Angeles on a 
fifty-acre tract given it by the city, but 
nothing much was done, and the people 
began to doubt as to whether the shops 
would ever be built in their vicinity, but 
since the company has bought sixty acreB 
they have looked upon the coming of the 
Bhops as certain, and have been waiting 
for the erection to begin. The news that 
th ey are to be commenced on the first of 
the year will be pleasing to the residents 
of East Los Angeles. 
In regard to San Pedro, Mr. Lunt said 
that he had no doubt but th at the build­ 
ing of the wharf would be prosecuted 
vigorously, for the company w*s con­ 
vinced of the imtmrtance of the Southern 
part of the State, and would put a great 
deal of money into it during the course 
of the next year.

Tbe Reasons Why tb e « apply la 
So Scaat. 
There is no doubt th at coal is rem ark­ 
ably scarce in this city just now. There 
is only one coal ship discharging at San 
Pedro at the present tim e, w hereas at 
the corresponding period last year there 
were from ten to twenty. The scarcity 
is to a great extent due to the recent 
strike in New South W ales, which is one 
of the principal points of supply for 
Southern California. This is, however, 
all settled now and several cargoes are 
on 
their way 
here, but 
will not 
arrive 
for 
about 
a 
m onth. 
Los 
Angeles 
depends 
a 
good 
deal 
on the New Mexican coal which is ship­ 
ped to this city from the Aztec, Gallup 
and Black Diamond mines and retails at 
the lowest figure of any coal in the m ar­ 
ket. Of this m ineral the Los Angeles 
Gas Company announces that it has 
several thousand tons on hand and is 
prepared to retail it at $14 a ton. 
In 
conversation with a prominent coal m er­ 
chant yesterday a H e r a l d reporter was 
told that the Gallup mines have been 
putting 
out 
as 
much 
coal 
as 
usual, but that the mineral 
could 
not 
get 
transportation 
to 
this 
city. ‘TYou see,” said the scribe’s in ­ 
formant, “ it is not to be supposed that 
the Santa Fe would be very anxious to 
ship coal here and have to take the cars 
back empty if it conld get other freight 
both ways. Then again, the railroad re­ 
serves the privilege of using any of the 
coal en route, crediting the shipper w ith 
it of course, and this frequently causes 
a miscalculation on the part of our local 
dealers. 
It is no use shipping Welling­ 
ton coal into this city for it could not be 
placed on the m arket 
here at less 
than $18 
a ton 
and 
there would 
be 
a 
great 
outcry 
at 
such, 
a price. 
As a result Mr. Maxwell has 
withdrawn from the coal business in this 
part of the country, and his steam er is 
now plying between Vancouver Island 
and San Francisco, where he finds a 
ready m arket for all the coal he can 
bring in. 
An enormous am ount of coal 
has been unloaded at San Pedro during 
the past six m onths, but it d3es the resi­ 
dents of this city very little good for it is 
nearly all for the Southern Pacific’s use. 
That company was caught in a corner 
last year, but has taken good precautions 
this season, as a visit to any of their coal­ 
ing stations will attest. 
In addition to 
the output of their own m ines in W ash­ 
ington Territory, they have obtained a 
good deal of the Australian coal, and 
have also had several shipments from 
England.” 
Inquiry was made at the Santa Fe 
offices as to w hether any coal was com­ 
ing over th at road to this city, and re­ 
sulted in the announcement that a dis­ 
patch had been received stating that 
nine carloads had been shipped from the 
Black Diamond and nine from the Gal­ 
lup mine, and would be here in the 
course of a few davs. 
It is not antici­ 
pated that the fuel famine will be a seri­ 
ous one, for tbe Santa Fe has declared 
its intention of doing all in its power to 
relieve the situation by keeping a string 
of cars on the road between here ana 
Gallap. 


Convicted of Rape. 
The case of Dr. Joseph la Fonda, of 
Pasadena, charged with the rape of 
Alma Griffin, 10 years of age, was con­ 
cluded in Judge Cheney’s court yester­ 
day by the conviction of the defendant.

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TH E PARIS 
EXPOSITION. 


In fo r m a tio n H eg a rd ln s th e S in d - 
Inn of E xh ib it*. 
The following has been received from 
the D epartm ent of State, United States 
Commission to the Paris Exposition of 
1889. New York office 1, Broadway: 
It may be well to call the attention of 
manufacturers and others who wish to 
make exhibits at the Universal Exposi­ 
tion at Paris, next year, to the limited 
time for preparation. The allotm ent of 
space took place on November 15, and 
shipm ents by steamer begin in January. 
The am ount of space allotted to the 
United States is being filled up by appli­ 
cants from all parts of the country. The 
Commissioners are 
progressing with 
their work on a basis of absolute im ­ 
partiality. 
It is simply a case of firBt 
come first served. 
From present indi­ 
cations, it is not unlikely that many 
manufacturers 
who 
are 
now hesi­ 
tating will find themselves in the posi­ 
tion of the foolish virgins, unless they 
make application for space without fur­ 
ther delay. 
According to the provisions 
of the French Government there is to be 
no charge for space occupied by exhibit­ 
ors. 
Moreover, as it is the intention of 
the United States Government in partici­ 
pating in this exposition to demonstrate 
the merit and comparative excellence of 
our products and manufactures, the Com­ 
missioners will forward, free of freight 
between New York and the Exposition, 
going and returning, all articles received 
for exhibit. 
The Exhibition is to be divided into 
nine groupB, v iz.: 1, workB of art; 2, 
education and processes used therein ; 3, 
plain and decorative house furniture; 4, 
textile fabrics; 5, the law and manufac­ 
tured products of mining, forestry, chem ­ 
istry, e tc .; 6, apparatus and methods of 
mechanical industries; 7, food products; 
8, agriculture, vine culture and fish cul­ 
ture ; 9, horticulture. 
In submitting the report from the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, Hon. 
Perry Belmont, in advocating an appro­ 
priation, stated that “ in nearly all of 
these branches of industry it is believed 
th at the U nited States has made great 
progress since its participation in the 
W orld’s Exposition held in Paris in 
1878. 
If no other considerations pre­ 
sented them selves, it would, therefore, 
be desirable for the advancement of the 
commercial interests of the United States 
that the invitation thus extended by the 
French Republic should be accepted. 
But there are other reasons which can 
properly be regarded by the Congress of 
the United States. This nation cannot 
forget its obligations to France for the 
assistance rendered in its early struggles 
for freedom. 
Ou many occasions since, 
notably in the presentation by the French 
people of the Statue of Liberty which 
now adorns New York harbor, the sym­ 
pathy and good will of the French na­ 
tion towards the United States and its 
Government have been manifest, 'I'he 
year 
1889 
will 
be 
the centennial 
of events 
in 
France 
which 
gave 
im petus to the establishm ent of Republi­ 
can institutions throughout the world. 
It is clearly the duty of the Congress of 
the United States to promptly take action 
upon the invitation extended and thus to 
proclaim in the most em phatic m anner 
its approval of this most im portant pro­ 
ject.” It will be remembered th a t in 
consequence of this report the sum of 
$250,000 was appropriated, to be used 
under the direction of the Secretary of 
State to defray all expenses. 
All com­ 
munications m ust be addressed to the 
Commissioner General, Wm. B. Frank­ 
lin, or the Assistant Commissioner Gen­ 
eral, Somerville P. Tuck, whose offices 
are in the Washington Building, No. 1 
Broadway, New York. The French Com­ 
mission will not correspond with foreign 
exhibitors.

The case of L. Kauffmann against J. 
M aier e ta l.,o f the Philadelphia Brew­ 
ery, to recover damages for the loss of 
an arm , came up for trial yesterday be­ 
fore Judge O’Melveny and a jury. 
The 
plaintiff alleged that the accident which 
caused the loss of his arm was due to 
the neglect of the defendants to keep 
proper m achinery. 
He had hung a 
towel over a shaft when it was not in 
motion, and the shaft starting he had 
attem pted to take it off and in some 
m anner he had become entangled and 
his left arm was torn off. 
After the 
plaintiff had introduced all his testimony 
tending to show that the accident would 
not have happened if the machinery had 
been properly constructed, the defend­ 
ants’ attorneys moved for a non-suit, 
which was granted, Judge O’Melveny 
holding th at plaintiff had n A been hired 
by defendants to put the towel on the 
shaft nor to take it off, and if he had not 
done this the accident would not have 
happened. 
The plaintiff could not be 
expected to pay damages caused by the 
action of plaintiff. 
A ten days stay of 
execution was granted. 


h e T l t h MATTERS. 


Tl*e County** S m allp ox B ill to be 
P resented. 
The Board of Health met in special 
session yesterday, all the members pre­ 
sent except Mr. Gibbs. No action was 
taken in relation to the old First street 
sewer, as th e property owners had all 
agreed to connect w ith the new sewer. 


The Cable Company can now go ahead 
and take up the old sewer where it inter­ 
feres with the buiiding of the cable road. 
A resolution was adopted to the effect 
that as the expenses incident to the 
smallpox had been $28,000 for two years, 
$10,000 in 1887, and $12,000 in 1888, and 
as a large portion of the patients cared 
for by the city had been really charges of 
the county, and as the county bad paid no 
portion of the expense that the Health 
Officer be authorized by the Council to 
personally present a claim for $10.000 to 
the Supervisors as a pro rata due the city 
from the county. 
It was also decided to 
recommend that the H ealth Officer he 
instructed to receive no more county 
patients unless the county will agree -o 
pay for the same or to make a saticu^.- 
tory arrangem ent with the city.

BELOW SEA LEVEL. 


W liat W ell-B orers In 
Hie 
D eiert 
H a v e to E u co u u ler. 
Mr. Geo. W. Durbrow, of Saltón, is in 
the city to have his patent hydraulic 
well-borer perfected at the Southern 
Pacific shops. Mr. Durbrow has charge 
of the well-boring for the S. P. on the 
desert, and his experiences in that line 
have placed him in possession of valu­ 
able and interesting information. Speak­ 
ing of well-boring at Indio, which 
s 
situated twenty feet below the sea level, 
and is therefore an interesting point of 
study for geologists, he said to a H e r a l d 
man yesterday: 
“ We went down 758 
feet with one well and struck a stream of 
water that flowed 18,000 gallons an hour. 
The company was not satisfied with this 
though, and while trying to develop it 
the inside casing was filled with Band, 
and has been left so ever since. 
We 
found large alternate layers of sand and 
clay all the way down, with occassionally 
a little gravel. 
At 16 feet we struck gocd 
surface water and at 100 feet found oi r 
first flow of artesian water which only 
came to within 13 feet of the sui face 
however. The trouble with well-boring 
down there is that after we are down 
about 300 feet we encounter heaving 
sand, which at that depth will work its 
way up 50 or GO feet. 
At a depth of <300 
teet this quicksand worked up from 150 
to 200 feet, and would throw our tools up 
as it heaved. 
Of course we had to get 
this out as it came up, and you can 
imagine at what a terrible expense we 
were operating when I tell you that after 
sinking 600 feet we found'that wo had 
taken out enough sand to have put us 
to the depth of 6,000 feet if we had had 
no opposition. 
I set to work thinking 
how to remove this, and the result you 
see before you,” and 
Mr. 
Durbrow 
pointed to an artesian plant on which a 
machinist was working. 
"Gome down 
to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock,” said 
Mr. Durbrow, “ and I will show you how 
it works, and I wish you would issue an 
invitation through the columns of your 
paper, for all interested in this m atter to 
be in attendance at the same hour.” 
(The trial will take place in the Southern 
Pacific machine shops at San Fernando 
street). 
INDIO INKLINGS. 
Speaking of m atters about Indio Mr. 
Durbrow said that the Southern Pacific 
has built a new hotel in place of the one 
destroyed by an incendiary fire about 
two months ago. It íb to be opened on 
the 1st of the month and will accommo­ 
date forty guests. A good deal oi the 
land about Indio is taken up but not set­ 
tled on, though there will be a boom 
there if this new trial for artesian water 
which is to be made very shortly proves 
successful. 
Mr. Durbrow ha3 some land 
under cultivation there, in which some 
navel orange trees are planted, and he 
says that they are doing wonderfully 
well and are absolutely free from scale. 


RAILROAD MATTERS. 


W hat la G oing Ou a t th e St. I,on Is 
C on ven tion . 
The following report has been received 
here of the proceedings of the Trans­ 
continental Association meeting at St. 
Louis on Thursday. There was little ac­ 
complished in passenger m atters beyond 
the discussion of propositions for the gen­ 
eral betterm ent of that departm ent of the 
country’s railway service. In the freight 
departm ent voluminous tariffs were re­ 
ferred to the Executive Committee for 
compilation and correction, after which 
they will be presented t® the associ­ 
ation proper, 
for

adoption. Mr. 
W. H . Newman, vice­ 
president and general freight manager 
of the Missouri Pacific and Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, says that the 
revision and compilation of the tariff will 
consume not less than four or five days, 
and in the meantime the Transconti­ 
nental meeting will be in a state of inac­ 
tivity, although there will be no ad­ 
journm ent until the work has been ac­ 
complished.

Agents to prepare an agreement, with 
the understanding that the action must 
be endorsed by the Eastern Associations 
before becoming effective. The princi­ 
pal object is to devise means to prevent 
the frequent demoralization of

bound passenger traffic from the Pacific 
Coast as for more economical management 
and on the latter proposition it is under­ 
stood that in future on the Pacific coast 
an agent will represent all lines instead 
of each having an individual agent. 
Mr. C. F. «Smurr, of this city, who 
with Messrs. J..C . Stubbs and Richard 
Gray represents the Southern Pacific, at 
the meeting will visit Ohio before re­ 
turning to his home here.

Inflam m atory action of any kind in the nose 
speedily extends itself to th e throat. From 
he throat each breath we draw carrion th e 
irritation onw ard and downward through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are involved th e sup­ 
ply of air to th e lungs becomes gradually d i­ 
m inished, tubercnles may form and bronchitis 
end in consum ption. 
r‘Sorc th ro at” is the 
popular term usad in speaking of th ro at dis 
casts, differing w idely from each other in 
the.r nature and treatm ent. 
The throat com prises the whole space from 
the posterior nares down to the entrance into 
the w indpipe and gullet. The several parts 
liable to disease are th e m ucous m em brane 
lining the throat, the m ucous fo Jicles or little 
glands, which iu health, secrete th e lubricat­ 
ing m ucous, th e uvula or pedulus part which 
hangs down from th e curtain of th e palate and 
the tonsils. 
ACUTE OR SIM PLE 80RE THROAT. 
The m ost sim ple form of th ro at disease is 
inflam m ation of th e m ucous m em brane, re­ 
su ltin g from recent cold. 
It is m ost prevalent 
in cold or dam p w eather. The sym ptom s are 
a roughness in th e throat, with a s ight pain 
and sw elling. Tbo throat looks red aud angry 
and th e tongue is slightly coated with w hite 
fur. 
W ithin a few days sm all w hitish spots, 
w hich look like nlcers. form on th e back of th e 
throat and about th e root oí the tongue. If the 
attack be m ild, th ere aphthous points disap­ 
pear at th e end of th ree or four days, but when 
more severe they leave behind them superficial 
ulcers. W hen th e acute inflam m ation is not 
en tirely rem oved it is likely to degencate into 
a chronic form , aud gradually develop w hat is 
called granular disease, or It m ay end in an 
absceHS of the tonsil glands, or cause chronic 
enlargem ent of th e tonBils and elongation of 
the uvula. 
CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 
This like nearly all affections of the throat 
and nose, usually begins w ith a severe cold, 
xnd is alm ost always attended w ith a hoarse­ 
ness. It is m ore frequently a m ere extension 
of catarrh or soro th ro at than an original dis­ 
ease. the irritation escaping down aud fixing 
itself upon th e delicate organism of this part, 
and thence gradually journeying onw ard to 
the lungs. W hen it occurs as a consequence of 
catarrh or sore throat, th e sym ptom s are com ­ 
paratively m ild. T here may be pain but it is 
m ore com m on to find only a sense of tickling 
w hich provokes cough. Many com plain of a 
sensation as of "som ething sticking th ere,” to 
get rid of w hich they keep up a rasping efibrt 
to clear th e w indpipe. The voice is always 
more or less affected, being rough in th e early 
stage, bnt m ore feeble after th e disease is fully 
established, There is often a slig h t tenderness 
over th at prom inence of the neck know n as the 
"Apple o f A dam " (Pom um Adam ), a h eat and 
a sense of tightness and frequently some slight 
difficulty in swallowing. 
The causes w hich produoe this form of dis- 
e&su are various. It arises in clergym en and 
public speakers and others from too violent 
use of the voioe. The vocal cords become ex ­ 
hausted aud lose th eir tone from straining and 
overuse. Dust and all irritating m atters in the 
air are liable to be drawn in to tho w indpipe 
and produce irritatio n . It is m ore often a 
m ere sequel to sore throat, the inflam m ation 
extending down to the larnyx by rea 
* “ 
continuity of m ucous m em brane. 
B ut from 
w hatever cause It arises it Í8 
always a serious m alady. The chronic form 
threatens tho com plete destruction 
of 
the 
voice, and rarely cudR until it has involved 
th e lungs In disease. Every slight cold, every 
change in the w eather, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritatio n and increases the iuvetor- 
acy of its hold. 
On th e other hand chronic laryngitis fre­ 
quently occurs as a sequel of consum ption, 
and íb produced, or at least very m uch aggra­ 
vated, by th e irritation of th e expectorated 
m atter. Ooeurring as a cohscquonce of tuber­ 
cles, it is one of the m ost distressing com plica­ 
tions and adds greatly to tho patien t’s distress. 
In this form there is m ore or less ulceration of 
th e vocal chords, beginning on tho lower side 
and gradually extending upw ard. These ulcers 
often penetrate through th e m ucous and cellu­ 
lar m em branes, Involving th e m uscular tissue 
and not infrequcutly attack the ligam ents and 
cartilages them selves. 
W hen the laryngeal diseaso is secondary to 
that of the lungs, and dependent upon it. wc 
can only hope to effect a cure by those m eans 
w hich w ill rem ove its cEhse, and these we 
have considered, and shall m ore fully consider, 
under the head of "C onsum ption." 
In addition 
to 
inflam m ation, 
acute or 
chronic, the larynx Is liable to abscesses, to 
w arty grow ths a id to 
polipi. 
U nder the 
action of long continued Irritation th e vocal 
cords become thickened, rendering th e voice 
husky an d indistinct. 
And again, we may 
have com plete loss of voice from patsy of the 
cords, constituting an affection know n to the 
ihysidana by «he term of "A phonia." Unless 
he rem edies are applied to th e seat of the 
disease it is useless to try to effect a cure. It is 
for th is reason th at judicious inhalations are 
successful when all other m eans have been 
tried w ithout avail. 
TONSILITIS 
Is an acute inflam m ation or tne tonsils, 
w hich consist* of a collection or m ass of sm all 
m ucous follicles or glands whose office 1b to 
secrete a portion of th e fluid w hich keeps the 
throat m oist. There are persons who suffer 
every w inter, 
som etim es oftener, w ith an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these glands. 
The trouble begins with a «flight soreness and 
swelling, w hich gradually increases un til the 
act of swallowing is attended w ith great suffer­ 
ing. 
These glands are som etimes affected by a 
chronic inflam m ation, and are found enlarged 
and very m uch hardened. In such cases they 
tecrete a thin, 
unhealthy, irritatin g fluid, 
w hich is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
th e disease. In th e throats of m any youug 
persons these glands are perm anently so large 
as to render respiration exceedingly difficult. 
The defective breathing 
of 
children thus 
affected often occasions contraction of the 
chest, and lays the foundation for consum p­ 
tion. The eu 'tach ian tubes (the m ouths of 
w hich are just above tho palate) are often In­ 
flamed, and partial deafness is the result. 
Many patientB suffering from a th ro at dis­ 
ease are dyspeptic, aud Buffer from depression 
of spirits. 
Bo often «loes tnis sym ptom present 
itself th at it m ay alm ost be regarded as one of 
th e peculiar ties. Persons th u s afflicted have 
usually the dark aud dingy look of th e face 
which denotes functional derangem ent of the 
liver. They arc frequently em aciated, nerv­ 
ous, hypoohrondriacal, Irritable aud often ex­ 
hausted from o ther causes, ia com bination 
w ith this disease. 


GRANULAR BORE THROAT 
Is the m ost serious lorm or inroat disease. It is 
so called because on looking into the throat 
granulations of varionB sizes are seen, stu d d ln r 
th e m em brane an d cau*lug it to appear rongl 
and uneven. 
Sometim es these granulations 
appear in patches, bnt generally they are regu­ 
lar and distinct. W hen allowed to progress the 
m ucous follicles of the larynx soon become in ­ 
volved, and then we have added to th e other 
sym ptom s a huskiness of th e voioe in speaking 
or reading aloud, w ith a frequent effort to clear 
th e w indpipe, by whioh a thick, sticky, blulsh- 
colored m ucous is forced off w ith considerable 
difficulty. The transition from a sim ple to a 
G 
anular sore throat is very easy. The patient 
comes conscious of vexatious titlllatio n , pro­ 
ducing a desire to d e a r the throat several tim es 
during th e coarse of the day. He m ay not no­ 
tice this him self, but it Is. nevertheless, ob­ 
served by his friends. Borne m onths later this 
disposition is found to have increased, and to 
be attended with an occasional desire to sw al­ 
low, the p a tie n t-to use his ow n w ords—feeling 
som ething sticking in his th ro a t

T h e big rain m akes the streets a little 
uncomfortable, but the farm ers all over 
th e country can stand it. 
Besides a little 
m ud in the streets beats 16 degrees below 
the freezing point of water all to pieces. 
T hat nipping air is what ails the great 
Northwest to-day. 
We 
ought to be 
happy. 
These early rains will add to 
our thankfulness two weeks from now. 


T h e season has begun very auspi­ 
ciously. 
At noon yesterday the Signal 
Service had registered two inches of a 
rainfall, while a private rain gauge on 
Bunker H ill avenue showed 2.11 inches. 
It came down gradually, and every drop 
was utilized. There have been violent 
downponrs of six and seven inches that 
did not do half the good accomplished by" 
this rainfall. 
I t continued all through 
the afternoon and is falling as we write, 
at 8 p. m. 
The season begins right and 
promises an old-fashioned year of plenty. 


T h e organization of the next House of 
Representatives is a matter of both in ­ 
terest and doubt. I t is a significant cir 
cum stance that the Republicans have 
reduced their first redundant estimate 
largely. 
Starting with 
figures of 
majority running 
from seventeen to 
twenty-five, they now seem content, if 
C hairm an Quay is reported correctly, 
with from five to nine. I t is perhaps just 
as well th at our opponents should possess 
all departm ents of the Government. The 
responsibility will then be as great as the 
opportunities of usefulness, 
and the 
party will have to stand or fall by its 
record, which no Democrat would have 
had any hand in making or marring. 


Mb. C la ü s S p r e c k e l s is said to have 
pronounced a favorable judgm ent upon 
th e possibility of establishing a gigantic 
sugar beet industry iu California, and to 
contem plate abandoning his extensive 
plantation in Hawaii. There is no reason 
why the sugar beet industry should not 
be as great and profitable a thing in this 
State as in France. Our rich virgin lands 
are specially adapted to its growth, the 
Southern California sun and soil com­ 
bined are just suited to developing sac­ 
charine m atter in the beet and the most 
improved m achinery is readily available. 
Mr. Remi Nadeau made a partial experi­ 
m ent on his lands near Florence with 
the sugar beet, but abandoned it. Never­ 
theless the industry is one particularly 
suited to this county. 


T h e New York telegrams report the 
arrest in that city of a young man who is 
pestering Mary Anderson with proposi­ 
tions of marriage. There is positively 
some excuse for this poor fellow.

Her advent in the Golden State will be 
awaited with great anxiety. Just now 
she is playing to overwhelming houses at 
Palm er’s, formerly W allack’s theater. It 
is somewhat inconvenient to be loved so 
dem onstratively, but the whole public is 
alm ost equally gone on this charm ing 
beauty. 


No w o n d e r that Frank M. Pixley 
grows atrabilious as he see3 the shrunken 
figures of his precious American party. 
With all the incentives of a presidential 
year, it polled only a bare sixth of the 
the vote of two years ago. 
The eloquent 
and splenetic Pixley talks of treason to 
the organization, forgetting that he be­ 
trayed it himself, first accepting, then 
rejecting and then accepting again the 
nomination tor Congress in the Fourth 
District. 
He grows wroth at an Italian 
organ-grinder, who coaid not speak a 
word of English, being in charge of the 
American party’s ballots in a precinct 
that sounds to us very mnch like the one 
in which Pixley himself lives. Frank 
must cultivate a more equable temper if 
he wants to be a big success as a political 
leader. 
Then, above all things, he must 
pray for longevity. 
H e will have to live 
a thousand years to see his party elect a 
constable the way things are going now. 


T w o Needed Im provem en t*. 
It is much to be desired th at the Rapid 
Transit Railway should be immediately 
provided with depot facilities in this city. 
If the passenger could entera carat Mon­ 
rovia and find him seif in the heart of Los 
Angeles in forty-five minutes he would 
practically be nearer to business than if 
he resided near Agricultural Park. If 
the passenger could alight at Commercial 
street w ithout being obliged to take an 
omnibuB over at th e Connty Hospital, 
Monrovia would double in population in­ 
side of a year. Its unsurpassed situation 
and water privileges, in connection with 
the fine grade of Bociety and church and 
educational facilities which exist there, 
would make that charm ing suburb one 
of the most prosperous and attractive in 
the State. The projectors of the Rapid 
Transit Railway have had to struggle 
with a num ber of difficulties. 
First 
they met obstructions in getting the right 
of way, prices which were positively pro­ 
hibitive being asked on the East Los 
Angeles side. 
Next they made a propo­ 
sition to the Southern Pacific to lay a 
third rail, using the Alameda street depot 
of the latter company in common. 
It is 
understood that the Southern Pacific de­ 
manded $1,000 a m onth for this privilege 
and the sum was regarded as too high. 
An offer of $500 a m onth is said to have 
been made to th e Southern Pacific and 
to have been declined. 
The public is 
assured, however, that the road will be 
at once pushed to this city. This is a 
sine qua non of its real usefulness and of 
its paying. 
Put on a proper footing the 
Rapid Transit would pay handsomely 
within a few m onths, to say nothing of its 
indirectly recouping the property owners 
at Ramona, Monrovia and other points 
along the line, who are its principal stock­ 
holders, in the greatly enhanced value of 
their holdings. 
There is every reason 
why the whole of that lovely section 
should fill up with a very superior grade 
of people, and it will when they can get 
to and fro in a reasonable time. 
It is highly desirable, also, that the 
new branch of the .Southern 
Pacific 
which runs 
through 
the Savannah, 
Monte, San Felipe Lugo and Laguna 
ranchos, should be completed. 
It will 
open one of the most valuable and pro­ 
ductive regions of Los Angeles. The soil 
of that portion of the county is prolific in 
the extrem e. 
From six to eight crops of 
alfalfa and three crops of potatoes yearly, 
and 
all 
kinds 
of 
vegetables, 
can be raised 
there 
in 
perfection. 
English walnuts flourish there with a 
luxuriance that we have rem arked in no 
other portion of Southern California. 
The soil is so moist that irrigation is not 
necessary. 
Very im portant improve­ 
m ents are under way there. 
Senator L. 
J . Rose has started near the Monte one 
of the model farms of California. There 
is an extensive stretch of country, em­ 
bracing the San Felipe Lugo and the 
Merced ranchoB, and the country adjoin­ 
ing Savannah and the Monte, where an 
industrious m arket gardener could get 
rich off of ten acres. Property sells 
there for very little more than it would 
have brought ten years ago. The com­ 
pletion of this branch cannot fail to give 
a great im petus to values all over that 
section. 
Reul estate ought to command 
there now as high prices as any within 
the limits of Los Angeles count}’.

ratio was, therefore, 5.895 persons to 
each vote, and the presumption is a fair 
one that the ratio is very nearly the saíne 
this year. 
At least it is hard to assign 
any reason why the ratio should have 
changed materially. 
There weie cast 
this year in Oakland city 8,603 votes, 
and by the ratio of 5.895 the population 
would be 50 715. Though this is some­ 
thing less than the population which we 
have teen claiming, it shows an increase 
of about fifty per cent since 1880.—[Oak­ 
land Enquirer. 
In 1880 Los Angeles city cast a vote of 
little over 3,000. 
In 1884 the vote of this 
city was but little over 5,000. 
In 1886 
the registered vote of Los Angeles city 
was only about 8,000. In the recent 
election th e vote of this city actually cast, 
was over 13,000. 
Calculating on the 
basis of O akland as given above, the pop­ 
ulation of the Angelic city is now 65,000. 
But there were more than two thou­ 
sand 
voters in 
this city who 
did 
not 
vote 
at 
all, 
although 
they 
were registered. 
At the rate of five 
population to the voter it will appear 
that we have 75,000 souls in this pueblo. 
But even th a ’ dees not represent all our 
population. 
It requires a year's resi­ 
dence in the State to give the elector the 
right to vote. 
A city which is increasing 
as ours has <Jone, from 3,000 in 1880 to 
5.000 in 1884, 8,000 in 1886 and 15,000 in 
1888, m ust h a v e about 4,000 citizens who 
have not been a year in the State. 
This 
raises the L u m b e r of voters to nearly 
20.000 and gives us a population of about 
100,000. 
Making all possible allowance 
for exaggerated statem ents, and it must 
appear that the population of Loe Ange­ 
les city is about 85,000. 
By the end of 
the spring it will h a i e made a large 
stride towards the 100,000 point, if it 
has not actually reached it.

In our local columns will be found de­ 
tails of a great work which the Southern 
Pacific Railway has undertaken in East 
Los Angeles. 
We have heretofore given 
notes of the plans of this company at San 
Pedro, which involve the completion 
there of a great work like the Oakland 
m ole; and which, when completed, will 
assure us a capital harbor, especially if 
the Government and the railway com­ 
pany shall co-operate in that im portant 
enterprise. 
At the beginning of the 
current year the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
way will commence the erection of mam ­ 
moth workshops in E ast Los Angeles on 
sixty acres of land bought by them last 
summer, near Lyel street, on the line 
of the Y uma branch of their road. 
They 
will 
put 
up 
fifteen 
brick 
buildings ranging in length from three 
hundred to four hundred and twenty- 
five feet, by one hundred feet wide, 
These will compriee car, locomotive, 
paint, carpenter and machine shops, 
and they will have facilities for doing all 
kinds of railway work needed on tlxe 
transcontinental and local systems of the 
Southern Pacific. There will be em ­ 
ployed in these shops a thousand men, 
and the force will be increased from time 
to time, os the exigencies of the compa­ 
ny’s service may dem and. 
This means 
an immediate addition of m any thousand 
families to the population of oar city, 
and is on earnest of the interest the Rail­ 
way company takes in the development 
of Los Angeles. 


W e are informed by Mr. Thomas A.

T h e late Mr. Sacriste, whose funeral 
took place the other day from the Cathe­ 
dral, was the originator of what at one 
time eeemed a very promising industry 
in Los Angeles. 
We allude to the estab­ 
lishm ent of the Woolen Mill. This en­ 
terprise was inaugurated by Mr. Sacriste 
some fourteen years ago, and one would 
have thought that success would surely 
have attended it. 
For years and years 
the people of Southern California have 
been shipping their wool to the Fast 
where it has been manufactured and 
then sent back to this city and sold as 
finished 
products in 
ihe 
shape of 
blankets, cloth and what not. 
The 
transportation was highly 
expeneive. 
Fully 
half 
of the 
weight 
of the 
wool 
was 
dirt, 
which 
had 
to 
be scoured out of the staple before 
it was fit for use in the woolen mill. For 
years and years and decade upon decade 
we were paying freight not only on the 
wool but on the dirt, and freight on the 
manufactured staple brought back here 
to be sold. 
And yet the woolen mill, 
with abundant water power, which the 
city furnished gratis, never paid while 
under Mr. Sacriste’s supervision. This 
is a m atter of considerable astonishment. 
It is now in the hands of Mr. Coulter, 
but has not been worked for some years 
past. There is something very mysteri­ 
ous in this history of the infant woolen 
industry 
Los Angeles. 
It is said, with 
w hat truth we do not know, th a t even 
with our own merchants there was a 
prejudice against Los Angeles made 
woolen 
goods—blankets 
and 
cassi- 
meres. 
This would almost seem to be 
incredible, and yet it is the plain infer­ 
ence from the stoppage of the work. 
Such a prejudice is a very unworthy one, 
and should be frowned down by a com­ 
munity which can only attain its legiti­ 
m ate growth when self-sustaining. Our 
wool aud hides and other raw materials 
should never be permitted to 
leave 
Southern California except as finished 
products. __________

I n d ia n a p o l is , November 16.—The Gen­ 
eral Assembly of the K nights of Labor 
occupied most of the forenoon in com­ 
mittee work. 
The first business of the afternoon ses­ 
sion was an address by Rev. W ilbur F. 
Krafts, of New York, on the question of 
unday labor. 
The central thought of 
his discourse was that Sabbath reform 
needs naturalization, and it had in sub­ 
stance been delivered by him before. 
The 
Committee on 
Appeals 
and 
Grievance * reported the protest of Dis­ 
trict Assembly No. 75 against the organ­ 
ization of National District Assembly No. 
226, their report being favorable to ti .e 
latter. 
District 
Assembly 
No. 
75, 
through A. D. Best, claimed that the 
other organization hail not been legally 
perfected. 
As both were composed of 
street-car drivers, a decision was asked 
to settle which of the two certain lucal 
Assemblies should be attached to. 
The 
report of the committee was adopted, 
and District Assembly No. 226 will make 
an immedate gain in m em bership of 
3,000 or 4,000 members. 
The Committee on State of the Order 
desired action on the eight-hour law ,and 
recommends the appointment of a special 
committee to look after the m atter and 
take proper action. 
It was so ordered 
by the General Assembly. 
Some mem­ 
ber, whose nam e was carefully suppress­ 
ed, introduced a proposition which was 
defeated, that newspaper men be made 
ineligible to m em bership in the Knights 
of Labor. 
A lively discission ensued over the in 
troduction of a proposition to form Chi­ 
nese independent organizations; as the 
present law stands the Chinese stand on 
the same footing as all others, a sufficient 
vote being the only requirem ent for their 
admission as members. 
To-night the Committee on Appeals 
and Grievances meets to consider the 
case of Thom as B. Barry, of Michigan, 
and J . M. Bloomer, of Toledo, Ohio. 
Bloomer was formerly editor of an indus­ 
trial newspaper published at Toledo, and 
his statem ent is that his case is to decide 
w hether the Executive Board can expel 
a member without trial. 
He further 
claims it to be to settle w hether a Dis­ 
trict Assembly can destroy property. On 
the other hand it is asserted that he was 
expelled for villifying officers of the 
Order. 
Both of these cases will be re­ 
ported to the General Assembly in the 
morning and their action is looked for­ 
ward to with considerable interest. 
Mrs. L. M. Barry, whose work in the 
interest of the 
working people, and 
especially of women and girls, fiaH been 
constant for a long tim e, is confined to 
her bed at her hotel from nervous ex­ 
haustion. 
She has been working very 
hard with insufficient rest.

D o n e t o tlie W a l l. 
C h ic a g o , November 16.—The heavy 
wholesale clothing firm of Lindauer Bros. 
& Co. filed confessions of judgm ent in 
the Superior Court to-day, aggregating 
$181,652. The firm is regarded as one 
of the largest of the wholesale clothiers 
in the country. The failure is due to 
slow collections and poor sales on ac­ 
count of the extreme mild weather. The 
firm did a business ot a million dollars a 
year. 
Assets are $500,000; liabilities 
$400,000. 
D uiing the last sixty days the firm 
paid out between $200,000 and $300,000 
for the manufacturing department. 
The 
capital stock was originally $250,000. 
They look forward to an early settle­ 
m ent and expect to resume business in 
about fifteen days. 
They 
employed 
about two hundred hands in their m anu­ 
facturing departm ent, and these em­ 
ployees had about $25,000 deposited with 
the firm. These sums were covered in 
the confession of judgment. 
The firm of Lindauer, Bros. & Co. ex­ 
tended all over the W est and Northwest, 
and it was regarded by the trade here 
and throughout the territory tributary to 
Chicago as one of the foremost firms in 
its line of business. 
Most of the in­ 
debtedness is to firms in the East, 
chiefly in small accounts. 
The suspen­ 
sion was precipitated by the peremptory 
refusal of H. A. Kohn, a well-known re­ 
tired capitalist of tliia city, to renew a 
note for $110,000 which he held from 
the firm.

W a s h in g to n , November 16.—General 
John B. Clark, Jr., Clerk of the House 
of Representatives, believes that 160 
Democratic Representative have been 
elected and th at six districts are in 
doubt. This calculation is based on the 
assumption that Wilson (Democrat) is 
elected from W est Virginia. The doubt­ 
ful districts iu C lark’s estim ation are 
First California, Tenth Kentucky, Second 
North Carolina and the First, Third and 
Fourth of W est Virginia. 
These dis­ 
tricts, he says, are doubtful because they 
are claimed 
by 
both 
parties, 
by 
majorities so small th a t the official 
count m ust be awaited to determine the 
result. 
In the case of Representative 
Bacon (Demociat), of Now York, who is 
reported to have been defeated by eight 
majority. General Clark expects th at a 
contest will ensue. 
Of one thing he is 
confident, and th at is that the m ajority 
iu the next House will not be five either 
way. 
Relative to the functions of the Clerk 
in the organization of the new House, 
and the power he is supposed to be 
able to exercise in seating or unseating 
m em bers, General Clark says hiB duties 
are purely ministerial. 
If a member- 
elect presents the proper certificate of 
election his nam e will be placed on the 
roll, and not otherwise. 
There cannot 
be duplicate certificates, because there 
are at present no dual State Governments 
a i there have been in tim es past in the 
South. 
General Clark said, from the ‘official 
records before him , the Republicans had 
elected a majority of one in the next 
House, and this was because up to the 
present time but one certificate had been 
presented to him , nam ely, that of Repre­ 
sentative H errm ann, of Oregon. The cer­ 
tificates are usually a long time coming 
on, as they are not issued until sometime ' 
after the official returns are made public. 
In the case of Missouri this does not take 
place until January, and in many other 
btates the date is equally rem ote from 
election day. 
The reduction of the claims of both 
parties to very narrow majorities of from 
three to five or six suggests interesting 
possibilities, when it is rem embered th at 
no less than six persons who were elected 
to the Fiftieth Congress, died either be­ 
fore they had been sworn in or after they 
had taken their seats, and that there is 
a strong possibility th a t there will be 
some deaths among the 325 men of 
m ature years during the long period of 
thirteen m onths intervening between 
election day and the assemblage of tlie 
new Congress.

SENSATIONAL SCENES IN COl'RT 


L»dy Mountmorres Swoons While 
Giving Testimony—Irish 
Witnesses. 


I Associated Preu Dispatches to the Hkrai.d.] 
L o n do n, November 16.—The proceed 
inga before the Parnell Commission to­ 
day were made interesting by the ap­ 
pearance on the witness stand of Lady 
Montmorrea, whose husband was mur­ 
dered at Clonbar, County Galway, 
1880. Lady Montmorres testified that a 
friendly feeling existed between her hus 
band and his tenants on the Eborhall 
estates at Clonbar until the Land League 
began to hold meetings there in July. 
1880. 
Her husband obtained a writ 
of ejectment against a tenant in the fol­ 
lowing September. While witness was 
in Scotland, her husband was shot. She 
went to Ireland to attend the funeral. 
She heard men refuse to assist in putting 
the coffin in the hearse. Witness left 
Eborhall in October. While on the way 
to the steamer people laughed and 
hooted at her. Stones were thrown at 
her 8-year-old son. Her husband re­ 
ceived threatening notices only after 
the League meetings had been held. 
8ir Charlee Russell, counsel for the 
Parnellites, was proceeding to cross-ex­ 
amine Lady Mountmorres upon the exact 
date of the League meeting alluded to. 
when the witness fainted, and would 
have fallen to the floor had not a court 
officer caught her. Sir Charles there­ 
upon intimated that he would not pro 
ceed with the cross-examination. 
Constable Drummond, of Clonbar, tes­ 
tified that during the inquiry into the 
murder of Lord Mountmorres, he could 
not get any assistance from the people. 
After the formation of the Land League 
he noticed a decided change in the man­ 
ner of the people towards the landlords. 
On cross-examination he said he attrib­ 
uted the hostility of the people towards 
Lord Mountmorres partly to his conduct 
as magistrate and partly to his attitude 
on the land question. 
Davitt then cross-examined the wit­ 
ness and elicited the statement that 
Lord Mountmorres led the people to be­ 
lieve he held secret communication with 
the Dublin Castle authorities. 
Sergeant O’Connor testified that he 
saw a number of men with their hands 
joined, dancing around some marks of 
blood on the spot where L'.rd Mount­ 
morres was murdered. 
Sir Henry James, of the Times coun­ 
eel, announced that it was now proposed 
to give evidence in relation the outrages 
committed in county Kerry. 
Sir Charles Russell protested. He said 
it was very difficult to follow the case if 
the prosecution moved from one county 
to another without evidence connecting 
the outrages with the persons accused. 
Presiding Justice Hannen agreed with 
8ir Charles that the Commission wonld 
be able to follow the evidence by the 
method in which it was proposed to give 
it, only with enormous difficulty, but 
when assured by counsel that there was 
no other means to shorten the case than 
the course proposed, the court was 
bound to assent. 
Sir Charles Russell thereupon said, 
warmly: “ All I can do, then, is to pro­ 
test against a course which certainly will 
not conduce to facilitate the inquiry.” 
Pat Sullivan, a farmer of County Ker­ 
ry, was then examined. He said in 
June, 1884, a man came to his door, 
called him out and shot him. After he 
recovered from the wound he was called 
upon to attend a meeting of the League, 
where be was asked to let a particular 
tenant off with a reduction of rent. He 
gave his assent. Cross-examined, the 
witness said he did not connect the 
shooting with any member of the League. 
At the meeting he had not been threat­ 
ened in any way. Sullivan waB then re­ 
examined by Attorney-General Webster, 
who asked: “ Since you came here to­ 
day have you spoken to either of the 
Messrs. Harrington?” 
Timothy Harrington, rising from his 
place in the counsel’s seat, said: 
“ I 
never remember having seen witness be­ 
fore.” Edward Harrington, who was 
seated on a bench behind the counsel, 
also arose and exclaimed: “This is an 
unfair imputation, I never have seen the 
man before to-day. It is bard to have 
our names thus dragged in.” 
Justice Hannen, addressing Timothy 
Harrington, said: 
“This proceeding is 
quite irregular. You ought to know you 
cannot take part in the case both as coun­ 
sel and witness.” 
Harrington replied: “ I did not appear 
as a witness.” 
Hannen — “ You cannot interfere at 
aU.”Harrington—“The Attorney - General 
mentioned my name, and I must request 
that you afford me the protection of the 
court.” 
Hannen—“ Let the court adjourn. We 
must maintain decorum.” 
The judg98 left the bench hurredly 
amid a scene of great excitement. Coun­ 
sel for both sides remained in their 
places. 
Harrington consulted with 
counsel for defense. The judges were 
absent ten minutes. When they resumed 
their places Harrington immediately said 
he had not meant any disrespect to the 
coart. 
Hannen responded: “All pereons alike 
must obey the directions of the court. I 
am glad to receive your statement.” 
The taking of evidence was then re­ 
sumed. 
Giles Reay, another Kerry fanner, 
testified that a disguised man came to 
his house, blindfolded his wife and cut 
off one of his ears. The court then ad­ 
journed.

were $868,952. In addition to the?e 
estimates $3,540,000 will be required 
to meet payments on account of hull 
and outfits for new ships. But this turn 
has already been appropriated.
